It 
is said of Wallenstein that he “lived in 
an atmosphere of silence” and never ut- 
tered a word that was not absolutely 
necessary, nor would he permit others 
to speak in his presence more than was 
essential, One of his chamberlains was 
hanged for waking Wallenstein with 
needless noise. His servants were so 
many mutes, not daring to open their 
lips in his presence, and he was sur- 
rounded by patrols, and the approaches 
to his house were barricaded by chains 
to preserve him from the least disturb- 


anee, In comparison with Wallenstein, | 


it has been recorded, Diogenes would 
have been a chatterbox and William 
the Silent a brawler. 

But silence is a characteristic of many 
of the world’s most famous soldiers. 


Napoleon boasted that in his dealings |
